Dr, Poole was killed by a ge | 
ghot after Batson had shot an 
killed Justice of the Peace Philip 
Rabenau in the latter's office in 
Kirkwood, and was shooting at 
Deputy Constable Jack Nece, who 
was wounded The shooting was 
alleged to have grown out of be- 
lief on Batson's part that his name 
had been forged to a bond for his 
wife in a disturbance of the peace 
case pending in Rabenau's court. 
The charge on which Batson was 
tried involved only the murder of 
Dr. Poole. 

The instruction by Circuit Judge 
John A. Witthaus on which the 
conviction was reversed and a new 
trial ordered stated that if the jury 
found that Batson wilfully, delib- 
erately, premeditatedly and with 
malice aforethought, attempted to 
kill Rabenau, and in the attempt 
shot and killed Dr. Poole, then any 
guch wilfulness, deliberation, pre- 
meditation and malice as existed 
in the attempt to kill Rabenau 
must be attributed to Batson in the 
killing of Poole. 

Chief Justice George R. Ellison, 
who wrote the opinion, said the evi- 
dence showed the shot which struck 
Dr. Poole had been fired at Deputy 
Constable Nece and not Rabenau. 
Under these circumstances, he said, 
the first degree murder instruc- 
tion, with the reference to Rabenau, 
was not proper. 

“Even if it be conceded the kill 
ing of Poole in the general attempt 
to kill Rabenau was murder at 
common law, it is not-for that rea- 


fon Murder in the first degree -un- 
der our statute,” Judge Ellison 
said, “and the facts on this theory 
would not support an instruction 
on murder in the first degree.” 

To convict Batson for first de- 
gree murder for the killing of Dr.

When informed of Kieffer’s com- 
plaint, Dr. Theodore R. Meyer, 
Health Commissioner of St. Louis 
County, who, with Dr. E. T. Mce- 
Gaugh, Missouri Health Commis- 
sioner, issued the warning last 
week, said: 

“The warning still stands. Last 
week’s announcement was the be- 
ginning of a sanitation campaign 
along the Meramec River. There is 
always possibility of typhoid in the 
Meramec, as in any stream or lake 
into which sewage is emptied, but 
the danger is greater when the 
stage of the river is very low.” 

In a statement today, Dr. Meyer 
said water taken from the Meramec 
and supplied for domestic use in 
| Kirkwood and Valley Park by mu- 
nicipal plants “shows no contamina- 
tion whatsoever and is perfectly 


safe for drinking and other do- 
|/mestic purposes.” The methods of

All the major 
categories of taxation registered 
gains, ranging from $12,752,211 for 
taxes on liquors to $36,931,477 for 
miscellaneous internal revenue. 

Secretary of the Treasury Mor- 
genthau said jast. week, after a 
White House conference, that no 
new taxes would be asked for at 
the next session of Congress. Mor- 
genthau said at the time, however, 
that his estimate was based on fu- 
ture revenue prospects meré than 
on actual tax collections so far this 
year. 

Corporation Income Tax Doubles. 

The Treasury report showed that 
corporation income taxes more than 
doubled, rising from $14,364,533 to 
$29,065,623. Individual income tax 
payments rose from $9,598,915 to 
$11,052,514. Excess profits tax col- 
lections gained from $174,319, to 
$1,048,371. The new corporation 
taxes on indistributed income wi'l 
not be collected until after Jan. 1, 
but are effective on this year’s in- 
come. 

Estate taxes increased from $14,- 
224,356 to $29,014,452, while gift 
taxes jumped from $96,766 to $327,- 
212. 

Liquor taxes were, up from $47,- 
266,198 to $60,018,409, establishing a 
new record. Distilled spirits 
jumped from $16,547,846 to $23,521,-

You are one of the great agencies 
in American economic life.

“Economic Royalists.”

By the Associated Press, 
CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Aug. 20.— 
Justice Harlan Fiske Stone of the 
United States Supreme Court de- 
clared today that rapid 
change has “put to the test a legal 


system which seeks its inspiration 
and guidance in a past which could 
make no adequate prophecy of the 
future.” 

Justice Stone, speaking at the 
Harvard tercentenary conference on 
the future of common law, said 
there were limitations to the rights 
granted the individual by the Fea- 
eral Constitution. 

“Man does not live by himselt 
and for himself alone,” said the Jus- 
tice. “There comes a point in the 
organization of a complex society 
where individualism must yield to 
traffic regulations, where the right 
to do as one will with his own 
must bow to zoning ordinances, or 
even to price-fixing regulations, 

“Just where the line is to be 
drawn which~marks the boundary 
between the appropriate field of in- 
dividual liberty and right and that 
of government action for the larger 
good is the perpetual question of 
constitutional law. It is necessarily 
a question of degree which may 
vary with time and place. 


“The prohibitions in the Federai | 


Constitution are framed in terms of 
specific and more or less detailed 
command, and they offer relatively 
narrow scope for treatment other- 
wise. But the great constitutional 
guarantees and immunities of per- 
sonal liberty and of property, ‘which 
give rise to the most perplexing 
questions of constitutional law and 
government, are but statements of 
standards to be applied by courts 
according to the circumstances and 
conditions which call for their ap- 
plication. 

“The chief and ultimate stand- 
ard which they exact is reasonable- 
ness of official action and its in- 
nocence of arbitrary and oppressive 
exactions.” 

There is need, Justice Stone con- 
tinued, for “a continuity not of rules 
but of aims and ideals which wil! 
enable government, in ‘all the va- 
rious crises of human affairs,’ to 
continue to function and to per- 


\torm its appointed task within the 
bounds of reasonableness.” 


STATE HAS TOO MUCH CASH 


Nebraska Treasurer Says Banks 
Don’t Want Its Funds. 
By the Associated Press. 

LINCOLN, Neb., Aug. 20.—State 
Treasurer George E. Hall has the 
problem today of too much cash on 
hand. The State’s cash balance in- 
creased from $8,247,507 to $9,627,000 


or $1,379,493 in 19 days. The amount 
of checks and drafts on hand now 
totals $1,381,000 and there’s no 
place to deposit them so they are 
held as cash, on hand. 

“Banks,” Hall said, “do not want 
State funds. They have more 
money than they can use and I do 
not like to ask them to qualify and 
give security for State deposits 
which are not likely to remain in 
bangs very long. I have a State 
checking account on one bank 
which has asked me to withdraw 
it.” Hall said the balances should 
drop in the next four months be- 
cause of heavy scheduled expendi- 
tures.

Knox on Regulating Business 


ences with the vital implements of 
industrial énterprise, and our 
whole écofiomie life will burst into 
a vigor never known before.

this relation the primary function 
of Government is regulation.. This 
regulation should not be aimed at 
the control and direction of pri- 
vate enterprise. Its objective 
should be to make enterprise fair. 
It should attempt te guarantee fair 
play. Where one partner in our 
economic order is at a hopeless dis- 
advantage, it is proper for the Gov- 
ernment to step in and equalize the 
conditions of competition. Deposi- 
tors in banks are not always -able 
to know the condition of their 
banks. It is proper for the Gov- 
érnment to regulate in their pro- 
tection. Natural monopoly has 
very spécial advantages. It is prop- 
er to regulate such monopolies. Ar- 
tificially created monopoly which 
extorte unfeasonable profits is un- 
économi¢ and unsound. It is prop- 
er to break them up. The buyer of 
securities cannot always tell what 
is back of the securities. It is prop- 
er to regulate in his interest. With 
the great tides of economic and 
social change in our time there will 
be new fortns of Federal regula- 
tion. But whatever forms it takes, 
it must be within the framework 
of the Constitution. 


Desirabie Regulation. 


Even where regulation is clearly 
desirable, it is a very vital ques- 
tion whether it is a matter for Fed- 
eral regulation or for local regula- 
tion by the states. It is a splendid 
idea to look at the Constitution be- 
fore you undertake to regulate busi- 
ness by Federal law. It will save 
a lot of embarrassment later. The 
Constitution is surprisingly. clear 
on this matter, and any administra- 
tion that does not look at the Con- 
stitution occasionally is going to be 
surprised. In fact, our present ad- 
ministration has been surprised, 
eight times in two years. 

Not far from here, in a neighbor- 
ing state, there was in 1933 a small 
manufacturer, struggling desperate- 
ly against depression, against com- 
petition, paying his workers what 
he could. The Federal Govern- 
ment put him in jail because he 
could not meet wage and hour 
schedules set up by a group of men 
sitting around a table in Wash- 
ington. This is what happens when 
the Federal Government undertakes 
to regulate local business. The 
Constitution was the one thing be- 


tween this man and a jail sen- 
tence. 
Nobody knows just what the 


Robinson-Patman bill means to the 
retailer and to the consumer, It 
may be well meant. It may be in- 
tended to make competition fairer. 
But it gives the Federal Govern- 
ment enormous power over every 
retail business in America. It may 
turn out to be oppressive or con- 
fiscatory. In such case the Consti- 
tution is our refuge. 

The American people do not con- 
cern themselves often over tech- 
nical matters of the Constitution. 
But they have a sturdy common 
sense that seeg very clearly when 
Government is misusing its powers. 
For a time the American people 
were hypnotized by the idea that 
the Government could do every- 
thing, from solving the problem of 
poverty to growing trees in a des- 
ert, But they did not stay hypno- 
tized. They have begun to won- 
der if plowing up cotton is a prop- 
er activity of the Federal Govern- 
ment. They have decided that a 
government that makes even little 
pigs flee for their lives is a pecu- 
liar kind of government. They have 
decided that farming by affidavit 
is a funny sort of farming. They 
have decided that growing pota- 
toes in your back yard is not a 
matter of Federal jurisdiction. You 
might tnder certain circumstances 
let your wife advise you about 
growing potatoes, but you draw the 
line at a G-man from Washington. 

They have decided that the Na- 
tional Government does not have to 
build a dog-pound in Memphis, 
Tenn., with marble shower baths. It 
is not that they object to a dog 
having a shower bath. The people 
believe in washing dogs. But they 
would like to see their National 
Government devote less time to 
dog-pounds and more time to bal- 
ancing the national budget. I see 
in the papers where the Govern- 
ment has approved a $6000 project 
in White Plains, New York, to re- 
move “efflorescence” from some 
bridges.

Second, there should be economy 
in government. This is not a de- 
batable issue. Taxes must be raised 
to pay for the increasing activities 
of the Federal Government. For 
those mafy things that the Govern- 
ment must do there must be pay- 
ment. The people should bear this 
burden cheerfully and patriotically. 
whether it be to pay for the deficit 
in Mr. Farley’s postal system or for 
the salaries of Congressmen. Taxa- 
tion for the proper expenditures of 
Government is pérsonally a burden, 
but it is a burdeh that much be 
borne. But évéry tax is a net sub- 
traction from private industry or 
private consumption. Taxation 
properly imposed is a negessary 
evil, but taxation to support gov- 
ernmental waste, extravagances or 
experiment is an unnecessary evil. 
When taxes are devoted to useless 
projects or unnecessary public of- 
ficials they represent sheer eco 
nomic loss to the people. Even 
when they are devoted to useful 
governmental projects, they are 
subtracted from the living and the 
production of the people. 

Public Expenditures. 

We hear much discussion of the 
usefulness of various public expen- 
ditures. No public expenditure is 
ever justified until it can be shawn 
that the governmental project is 
worth more to the people than the 
total they would have got with the 
money if they had been allowed to 
keep it. When Government takes 
taxes from the poor to build a com- 
munity poultry house in New Jer- 
sey, the expenditure is not justified 
by this test. Nowadays three-fifths 
of all Federal taxes come from 
taxes on the working masses of the 
people. Six years ago the cost of 
Government in the United States, 
national and local, was one-seventh 
of the entire income of all the peo- 
ple. Last year it was one-fourth. 
A continuation of this progressive 
encroachment of governmental ex- 
pense on national income will mean 
that in the end one-half the people 
will be supporting themselves and 
the other half ag well. It cannot 
continue. It leads inevitably to 
government insolvency or to cur- 
rency inflation or to communism.

in neat rows with fresh labels will | 
stir any housewife’s heart with 
pride. : 

If jelly making tires you, make 
your jelly in small batches. Six to 
eight glasses at a time is a fair | 
amount, and may be cooked to per-| 
fection. Every cook knows the. 
“jell” test. Jelly that sheets from | 
a spoon or when put on a plate to. 
cool shows a tendency to form a. 
skin proclaims that the jelly is. 
ready for the glasses. As far as'| 
| putting paraffin. on the tops, one 
| need no longer wait until the jelly 
has cooled for this. Pour the paraf- 
fin. on the hot jelly as soon as it 
has been filled into the glasses. 

Here are some recipes for “dif- | 
ferent” jellies and a few good things 
that you can make with their aid. 

Pear Chips. 

Eight pounds: pears. 

One-fourth pound Canton ginger. |

Makes three | 
pints. Serve with curried meats | 
and rice. 

Spicy Grape Jelly. 

Three pounds concord grapes. 

Two teaspoons cinnamon. 

One teaspoon cloves. 

One teaspoon allspice. 

One cup bottled pectin. 

Eight cups sugar.

Baked Ham Slice. |

For a substantial and inspiring 
hot dish for summer nights, a to- 
mato stuffed with chopped boiled 
ham, celery, and grated American 
cheese, holds high honors. Ameri- 
can cheese lends high flavor to so 
many dishes, as well as high food 
value. The .tuffed tomato is no 
exception. 

Tomatoes may be served in com- 
bination with other vegetables. The 
green tomato is especially recom- 
mended for frying and tomato pie 
carries just that tang of the dif- 
ferent to be intriguing to the most 
finicky palate.

Summer Pastries Require 
Special Baking Technique 


Where Fruits Are Juicy It Is Recommended 
That Bottom Crust Be Baked 
Slightly Before Filling. 


Now is the time for home-grown 
fruite—therefore for pies and tarts 


and shortcakes made with such 
home-grown fruits as berries, cher- 
ries, peaches, plums and, a little 
later, grapes. These pastries, to the 
cook, constitute a little family of 
desserts which have their close re- 
semblances, likewise their varia- 
Fruit pies are typically two- 
But deep- 
dish pies have only one crust, which 
is over the top. Open pies and tarts 
have only one crust, which in this 
case is the bottom. Shortcakes are 
baked in layers, which are split 
apart and filled with fruit between. 
Simple enough to define, but each 
in the making calls for its own pro- 
cedure and a special skill. 

All pastries, in fact, says the Bu- 
reau of Home Economics of 
United States Department 
Agriculture, are a chal- 
lenge to the skill of the cook. 
Nothing that comes out of the oven 
can be more disappointing than a 
tough or soggy pie crust or a heavy 
shortcake. Nothing that comes to 
the table is more enthusiastically 
welcomed than good pastry. 

For pies and tarts we use the 
same kind of dough—stiff pastry 
dough. For shortcake, we use, as 
a rule, soft biscuit dough. The main 
differences between the doughs are 
their proportions of fat and liquid. 
But in gauging those. differences 
and manipulating the dough lie the 
possibilities of success or failure 
with the final product. So also for 
fruit pie, the baking procedure may 
determine whether the bottom 
crust shall be crisp and tender, or 
heavy and soggy with fruit juice. 
Here are some tried and proved di- 
rections to guide the novice. 

Pastry Dough. 

Pastry dough is “short” and stiff. 
The proportions are five or six ta- 
blespoons of fat or shortening and 
only about two and one-half table- 
spoons of water to one and one-half 
cups of sifted flour and one tea- 
spoon of salt. 

The solid fat is “cut into” the 
flour until the mixture is crumbly 
and a little like coarse corn meal. 
Use a biscuit cutter for this, espe- 
cially in warm weather, in prefer- 
ence to the fingers. To work the 
fat in with the fingers, however, 


fat cold and the room cool, and 
work quickly so the warmth of the 
fingers will not soften the fat too 
much. 

The quantity of water is very im- 
portant. If there is too much, the 
dough must be manipulated so 
much, to shape it and roll it out, 
that the gluten in the flour devel- 
ops to a point of stickiness and the 
crust when baked will be tough. 
With too little water the crust is 
crumbly. With just enough water, 
it is tender and flaky. The meth- 
od of adding water also is impor- 
tant. Sprinkle it evenly into the 
mixture of flour and fat. Use cold 
water to keep from melting the fat.

And | 
as most of the favorite pie fruiits | 
are very juicy, the bottom crust 
may easily get soggy while the pie | 
is baking. Here is a problem not | 
encountered either in the deep-dish | 
pies, which have no bottom crust, | 
or in the tarts, for which the shell | 
is baked before the fruit goes in. | 
To prevent sogginess in the bot- | 
tom crust of a fruit pie, there are |

Add 
to the juice ever so little corn 
starch, flour or tapioca, well mixed 
with sugar, cooking until the mix- 
ture thickens, then stir in*the fruit 
itself. Put this filling into the 
baked pastry shell, moisten the rim, 
cover with the top layer of dough, 
which is a little larger than the 
under crust and is slashed a little 
or pricked’ with a fork to make 
openings for steam to escape as the 
pie cooks. Press the edges of the 
dough together and turn the edge 
of the larger, upper one under the 
other. 

Bake the pie in a moderately hot 
oven (375 to 400 degrees). The fill- 
ing in this case is already hot and 
the bottom crust is already partly 
baked. Besides, a hot oven would 
make the fruit boil over and spoil 
the looks of the pie. So the tem- 
perature must be only moderately 
hot and carefully controlled. 

Shortcakes. 

Shortcakes are typically made of 
biscuit dough with more than the 
usual amount of.fat—i, e., one-half 
cup of fat (instead of four to six 
tablespoons) to three cups of flour, 
four teaspoons of baking powder, 
one teaspoon of salt, usually a little 
sweetening, and milk enough to 
make a soft dough (about one cup 
of milk). For a two-layer short- 
cake, roll'the dough to one-quarter 
inch thickness and bake one layer 
on top of the other, first buttering 
the lower layer so they will split 
apart easily. Spread the fruit— 
sweetened and crushed or sliced— 
over the bottom layer and also over 
the top. Whipped cream makes a 
nice finish. | 

For individual shortcakes, make 
the dough into large biscuits, and | 
bake to a delicate brown. Break | 
each biscuit open while hot, butter 
it, fill with fruit and spread fruit also 
over the top. Serve hot, and pref- 
erably with a finish of whipped 
cream. Drop biscuits also make 
attractive fruit shortcakes.
